Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  Deeember, 
1937. 

It  is  prepared  on  lines  laid  down  by  the  Minister  of  Health  as  a statutory 
duty  of  the  Medieal  Officer  of  Health,  and  includes  details  of  local  and 
national  vital  statistics,  general  provision  of  services  in  the  area,  prevalence 
of,  and  control  over,  infectious  disease,  maternity  and  child  welfare,  mental 
welfare,  care  of  the  l)lind,  housing  and  sanitary  circumstances,  inspection 
and  supervision  of  food  and  water  supplies,  nutrition,  and  health 
propaganda. 


The  population  is  now  75,620,  the  estimated  number  of  families  21,000 
and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  22,428.  The  birth  rate  is  15.1  com- 
pared with  15.5  last  year,  and  the  death  rate  has  risen  from  12.7  to  12.9, 
mainly  due  to  influenza  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  has  remained  at  the  very  satisfactory  figure  of  58,  when  compared 
\\'ith  that  of  other  towns  in  the  North-East,  and  the  maternal  mortality, 
once  the  cause  of  some  alarm  has  been  consistently  low  for  over  four  years 
with  a rate  of  only  1.68  per  thousand  births  compared  with  3.2  for  England 
and  Wales. 

In  spite  of  relative  prosperity  the  number  of  registered  unemployed 
stands  at  3,000,  but  the  Public  Assistance  Relief  cases  have  fallen  from 
1,743  to  1,357. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  notable  in  that  for  the  third  year 
in  succession  we  have  had  a heavy  toll  from  diphtheria.  During  that  time 
we  have  had  a total  of  48  deaths  which  need  not  have  occurred,  if  only  my  advice 
of  three  years  ago  had  been  taken  regarding  immunisation.  It  is  well  known 
that  this  disease  comes  in  dread  cycles  of  severity  every  six  or  eight  years, 
and  at  present  Darlington  is  at  the  peak  of  the  wave.  These  tragedies  will 
continue  so  long  as  parents  will  not  take  advantage  of  the  measures  we 
have  proved  so  well  among  the  staffs  of  our  infectious  diseases  hospitals. 
I need  scarcely  have  to  add  that  not  one  death  occuiTcd  among  the  im- 
munised, and  though  I have  spoken  ad  nauseam  on  this,  it  is  somewhat 
heart-rending  to  hear  bereaved  parents  who  had  refused  the  protection 
offered,  say  “ I didn’t  believe  in  it  but  now  I know  better.”  The  risks  of 
immunisation  are  infinitesimally  small  compared  with  those  of  Diphtheria. 

The  year  closed  with  an  outbreak  of  measles  but  there  was  only  one 
death — a tribute  to  the  care  now  shown  in  the  treatment  of  this  disease 
in  the  early  stages  before  complications  set  in.  Three  threatened  out- 
breaks of  typhoid  fever,  7 cases  with  one  death,  were  checked  in  the 
beginning.  The  cause  in  each  instance  was  a carrier  who  had  previously 
suffered  from  the  disease. 
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The  accommodation  for  the  nursing  of  our  infectious  cases  has  been 
extended  by  the  erection  of  a 20  bedded  cubicle  block  which  will  shortly 
be  opened.  The  very  much  needed  extensions  and  improvements  at  the 
Municipal  Hospital  are  almost  completed,  and  will  provide  160  beds  with 
opportunities  for  classification  of  cases.  Greenbank  Maternity  Hospital 
has  been  enlarged  during  the  year  to  30  beds  in  order  to  cope  with  the 
demands  for  this  service.  The  Municipal  Midwifery  Scheme  commenced 
in  July  is  a very  satisfactory  item  in  our  fight  against  maternal  mortality. 
There  are  at  present  nine  midwives  appointed,  and  additions  will  be  made  as 
required. 

Arising  out  of  the  new  duty  thrust  upon  Medical  Officers  in  the  national 
emergency  of  Air  Raid  Precautions,  a First  Aid  and  A.R.P.  Training  Centre 
has  been  opened  at  Greenbank  Health  Centre,  and  special  classes  have  been 
formed  by  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  others. 

The  medical  examination  of  Corporation  employees  for  superannuation 
and  other  purposes  has  grown  considerably  during  the  past  few  years  from 
very  small  beginnings  and  now  makes  heavy  demands  on  time  and 
responsibility  in  the  office. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  year’s  work  was  the  preparation  of  a 
Colour  Film  of  the  Health  Services  as  Darlington’s  contribution  to  the 
Fitter  Britain  Compaign  inaugurated  by  the  Prime  Minister  in  October. 
I would  like  to  take  this  public  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation 
to  the  Amateur  Cine  Club  who  did  all  the  hard  work  in  this  outstanding 
production  which  is  not  only  very  popular  propaganda  but  a photographic 
masterpiece  in  colour.  It  has  been  selected  for  exhibition  at  the  Health 
Pavilion,  Empire  Exhibition,  Glasgow. 

Two  very  important  lessons  have  been  forcibly  impressed  upon  the 
nation  in  the  matter  of  public  health.  An  outbreak  of  milk  borne  typhoid 
fever  at  Bournemouth  and  water  borne  disease  at  Croydon  has  unfortunately 
been  necessary  to  put  the  final  touches  to  the  arguments  in  favour  of 
pasteurization  and  complete  protection  of  milk  supplies  and  the  chlorination 
of  water.  It  is  to  our  credit  in  Darlington  that  these  steps  have  been  urged 
and  taken,  and  the  general  high  standard  of  public  health  conscience 
has  been  thus  maintained.  I hope  I can  soon  say  so  of  immunisation. 

I again  wish  to  place  on  record  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  various  Committees  concerned  with  health  matters  and  to 
my  colleagues  in  the  Health  and  other  departments  for  the  happy  relations 
existing  in  our  co-operation  towards  a Fitter  Darlington.

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The  town  is  pleasantly  situated,  close  to  the  River  Tees,  ranging  from 
100  to  240  feet  above  sea-level.  Protected  on  all  sides  by  high  ground  the 
climate  is  mild,  conducing  to  a profusion  of  vegetation,  which  is  demonstrated 
to  advantage  in  the  open  spaces  and  parks  of  which  there  is  ample  provision 
in  all  parts  to  the  extent  of  240  acres.  While  it  is  the  natural  hub  of  the 
railways  and  a marketing  centre  of  a rich  agricultural  area  of  South  Durham 
and  North  Riding,  its  inhabitants  are  principally  occupied  in  highly  skilled 
trades  connected  with  railway  engineering,  bridge  building,  heavy  castings, 
wool  spinning,  and  more  recently  the  Imperial  Chemical  Industries  at 
Billingham  and  Chemical  Insulating  Company  at  Cockerton.  The  Unemploy- 
ment figures  at  the  end  of  the  year  given  by  Mr.  Hommert,  Manager, 
Employment  Exchange  were  : men  2,506,  boys  75,  women  214,  girls  205, 
showing  no  increase. 


Poor  Law  Relief. — 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  J.  Shaw,  Public  Assistance  Officer  for  the 
following  figures  : — 

The  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  relief  on  the  1st  January,  1938, 
was  175  in  Institutions,  1,137  widows,  sick  and  disabled  persons,  and  45 
unemployed,  total  1,357,  compared  with  1,743  last  year,  and  2,937  in  1924, 
which  was  our  peak  year. 

Influence  on  Health. — 

The  town  prides  itself  in  its  reputation  for  cleanliness,  wide  well-paved 
streets,  and  a high  standard  of  housing.  The  health  statistics  have 
characteristics  usually  associated  with  residential  southern  towns  rather  than 
the  industrial  north.  No  particular  occupation  is  exercising  its  influence  in 
lowering  the  public  health.

Tliere  were  48  inquests  on  Darlington  residents,  7 of  which  were  held 
outside  Darlington.  Thirteen  inquests  were  held  in  Darlington  on  deaths 
transferable  to  other  areas.  Post  mortems  were  held  in  39  cases  including 
6 outward  transfers.  Eleven  deaths  were  suicidal,  8 men  and  3 women  choos- 
ing this  method  of  deliberately  leaving  this  life.  Street  accidents  and 
other  violence  accounted  for  33  deaths  compared  with  38  last  year.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

During  the  year,  Dr.  Janet  M.  Done  aeted  as  Medical  OlTicer  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare,  having  20  beds  at  Greenbank  Maternity  Hospital  in 
her  eharge,  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal 
Clinics.  She  also  acted  as  Supervisor  of  Midwives  and  Public  Vaccinator. 
Her  duties  were  taken  over  at  the  beginning  of  November  by  Dr.  L.  R. 
Benham. 

Clinics  have  continued  to  be  held  at  Greenbank,  Albert  Road,  Paradise, 
Dodmire,  Cockerton  and  Haughton.  Of  these,  Greenbank  has  proved  most 
popular  and  shows  an  increase  of  30  attendances  daily,  that  is  2,646  for  the 
year,  more  than  double  that  of  last  year.  Albert  Road  is  very  well  attended 
and  has  the  highest  figure  for  the  year,  5,176.  The  Dodmire  Centre,  which 
was  moved  from  East  Road,  is  still  not  a popular  centre  and  better  accom- 
modation is  needed.  There  has  been  a rise  in  attendances  at  all  centres 
with  a total  increase  of  3,871  for  the  year. 

Average  daily  attendances  of  mothers  with  babies  at  Welfare  Centres 
during  1937  were  : — Albert  Road  107.8  (8),  Dodmire  58.4  (8.6),  Paradise 
87.5  (2.6),  Greenbank  54.0  (29.7),  Cockerton  59.3  (15.5),  Haughton  39.4 
(15.5).  The  figures  in  brackets  indicate  the  average  increase  over  1936. 

There  were  298  sessions,  and  20,139  attendances.  The  average  attendance 
per  session  was  68  compared  with  55  in  1936.  In  addition  245  attendances 
were  made  by  51  mothers  from  outside  the  Borough.  In  these  cases  extra 
nourishment  is  paid  for  by  the  County  authority. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. — At  Albert  Road,  the  work  has  remained  much 
as  last  year  with  96  sessions,  209  cases  and  782  attendances.  The  Greenbank 
Clinic  has  increased  in  size  and  includes  74  Post-Natal  attendances  in  the 
total  figure  of  1,327  for  the  year.  There  were  195  expectant  mothers 
attending. 

At  the  Queen’s  Nurses’  Clinic,  162  mothers  made  195  attendances  and 
in  addition,  the  Queen’s  Nurses  paid  876  home  visits  to  240  expectant  mothers 
and  193  post-natal  visits. 

The  total  number  of  mothers  receiving  ante-natal  care  from  all  the 
clinics  was  566 — 47.3%  of  the  total  births.  In  addition  a very  high  standard 
of  general  ante-natal  care  is  now  given  by  the  general  practitioners  of  the 
town. 

Greenbank  Maternity  Hospital. — The  work  here  has  also  increased 
satisfactorily,  shewing  an  average  daily  in-patient  list  of  11.5  as  against  6.8 
in  1936.  This  follows  the  general  trend  of  increasing  hospitalisation  of 
maternity  cases,  and  calls  for  an  increase  in  staff  and  equipment,  which  is 
being  met.  The  number  of  in-patients  in  a Maternity  Hospital  is  liable  to 
fluctuate,  but  it  is  essential  in  this  type  of  work  to  be  staffed  and  equipped 
adequately  to  cope  with  the  maximum  number. 

Mid  wives  Acts. — Under  the  Act  of  1936,  seven  whole-time  municipal  mid- 
wives, with  two  further  Midwives  provided  by  the  Darlington  Queen’s  Nurses’ 
Association  under  Agreement,  now  undertake  the  district  work  under  the 
Municipal  Scheme,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  30th  July,  1937.  This 
scheme  is  now  working  fairly  satisfactorily.  The  cases  were  unequally 
divided  at  first  as  the  new  midwives  had  yet  to  become  widely  known. 
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The  two  midwives  resident  in  Greenbank  have  not  yet  been  fully 
employed,  the  other  midwives  being  able  to  cope  with  the  demands  of  the 
district.  As  there  has  been  a shortage  of  stall’  in  Greenbank  Hospital,  they 
have  been  allotted  duty  in  the  wards. 


One  Midwife  surrendered  her  certificate  during  the  year  and  received  the 
compensation  to  which  she  was  entitled. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  guaranteed  the  Midwife’s  fee 
in  20  necessitous  cases  and  recovered  according  to  circumstances.

Milk  and  other  Food  Assistance  Scheme. — -Milk  and  other  Food  is 
granted  free  on  the  Clinic  Medical  Officer’s  recommendations  to  infants  and 
to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  in  necessitous  cases. 


During  1937,  3,023  pounds  of  dried  milk  and  20,436  ounces  of  other 
foods  (Virol,  Numol  and  Emulsion)  were  sold  at  cost  price,  3,787  pounds 
of  dried  milk,  49,656  pints  of  fresh  milk,  and  16,351  ounces  of  the  other 
foods  were  given  free  at  a total  cost  to  the  Health  Committee  of  £802.  The 
income  in  all  cases  is  verified  by  reference  to  employers  and  others. 
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Vaccination. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Offieer  aets  as  Publie  Vaccinator,  as 
she  is  in  close  contact  with  the  newly  born  children.  Out  of  1,181  births 
registered  in  Darlington  there  were  200  successful  vaccinations. 

Home  Helps. 

One  whole-time  Home  Help  and  a rota  of  part-time  home  helps  carried 
out  this  work  each  being  paid  at  the  rate  of  £2  per  week.  Charges  are 
made  according  to  financial  conditions.  The  charges  vary  from  9d.  to  2s.  6d. 
per  day  according  to  means  and  family.  Attendance  was  provided  in 
139  cases,  for  1,964|  days. 

Maternity  Bags. 

These  bags  contain  all  the  linen  and  other  necessities  to  assist  in  an 
aseptic  confinement.  One  was  applied  for  and  lent.  The  bag  was  returned 
in  good  condition  and  the  usual  depost  of  2s.  6d.  was  refunded. 

Training  in  Mothercraft. 

Senior  School  girls  and  Students  from  the  Training  College  are  admitted 
to  our  centres  in  order  to  be  introduced  to  the  practical  side  of  sound 
mothercraft.  This  has  been  a most  successful  part  of  our  work. 

Nursery  Schools  and  Classes. 

A description  of  the  work  done  at  the  Nursery  School  and  Classes  and 
the  School  Clinic  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Dental  Scheme. 

121  mothers  and  30  children  attended  after  being  recommended  by 
the  Medical  Officer.  There  were  335  attendances,  616  extractions,  fillings  2, 
other  operations  18.  Dentures  were  supplied  to  14  persons. 

Deaths  under  one  month. 

The  death-rates  of  children  under  one  year  have  fallen  during  the  last 
50  years  from  160  to  58  per  1,000  births,  and  an  appreciable  reduction  has 
taken  place  similarly  in  the  case  of  babies  under  four  weeks.  Of  the 
69  deaths  under  one  year  32  occurred  in  infants  under  4 weeks  (compared 
with  48  out  of  68  last  year). 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Four  cases  were  notified,  and  one  was  admitted  to  the  Fever  Hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Nine  cases  were  notified  and  one  was  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital. 
All  recovered.

The  Committee’s  thanks  are 
due  to  Mrs.  C.  H.  Leach,  J.P.,  and  her  excellent  band  of  helpers  in  this 
important  side  of  our  activities. 
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Members  of  this  Committee  have  attended  Federation  Meetings,  thereby 
obtaining  useful  reports  and  advice  for  the  Voluntary  Committee’s  members, 
at  Durham.  Another  member,  Miss  L.  Trinham,  attended  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Conference  in  London  in  June  as  a delegate  from  the 
Darlington  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

On  the  social  side  the  Committee  held  their  Annual  Event  in  the  form 
of  a New  Year’s  Party  in  Paradise  Schoolroom,  on  18th  and  19h  January, 
1938,  when  450  mothers  attended.  Dancing  and  games  were  organised  and 
prizes  given.  Sketches  were  given  by  friends  and  greatly  appreciated.  The 
Mayor  and  Mayoress  (Councillor  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Taylor),  Alderman  A.  .J. 
Best  (Chairman  of  the  Borough  Health  Committee)  and  Dr.  G.  A.  Dawson, 
(Medical  Officer  of  Health)  also  attended. 


Miss  Peat’s  Convalescent  Home. 

Owing  to  the  generosity  of  Miss  Peat  36  mothers  and  18  children  enjoyed 
convalescence  at  the  Home  at  Wyclilfe  Hall.  The  mothers  and  children 
were  medically  selected  and  stayed  14  days.  Marked  improvement  took 
place  in  every  instance,  and  Miss  Peat  in  many  instances  followed  up  the 
good  work  in  the  homes  following  the  return  of  the  patients. 

Baby  Day  Celebrations. 

The  Annual  Celebrations  organized  by  the  Voluntary  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  and  financed  by  the  Health  Committee  to  the 
extent  of  £25  were  held  at  Polam  Hall,  under  ideal  conditions  on  28th  and 
29th  July,  1937,  by  kind  permission  of  Miss  Pirn.  Over  500  mothers  and 
their  children  attended. 


An  excellent  Health  Exhibition  was  organized  by  the  Health  Visitors. 
The  Exhibition  gave  valuable  hints  on  first-aid  treatment  in  the  home,  ideal 
foods  for  heat,  energy  and  growth,  how  to  keep  food  clean  and  cool,  how 
to  ventilate  a bedroom,  and  how  to  arrange  a children’s  corner  in  a garden. 
Free  literature  dealing  with  health  subjects  was  distributed.  There  was  a 
special  display  of  literature  describing  the  advantages  of  immunisation  against 
diphtheria.  Competitions  in  mothercraft  were  also  arranged  and  prizes 
were  given  for  the  best  entries  in  these  sections. 


Useful  garments,  given  by  members  of  the  Voluntary  Committee  and 
friends,  found  ready  sale.  The  proceeds  provide  a fund  for  special  gi-ants 
to  needy  mothers. 

The  social  side  of  the  work  was  carried  off  with  its  usual  success  in  a 
well  set  out  tea,  with  music  and  entertainment,  provided  by  the  Voluntary 
Committee.  The  prizes  for  the  various  entries  were  distributed  at  the  close 
of  the  meetings  by  Mrs.  Lloyd  Pease  (Chairman  of  the  Voluntary  Committee), 
the  organisation  being  ably  undertaken  by  Mrs.  C.  H.  Leach,  J.P.,  the 
Honorary'  Secretary. 
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Child  Life  Protection. 

The  number  of  nurse-children  on  the  Register  taken  for  reward 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  as  reported  by  Miss  V,  I.  Smiles,  Child  Protection 
Visitor,  was  13,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  12.  No  proceedings  were  taken 
or  orders  obtained  during  the  year  under  the  various  Sections  of  the  Acts. 

During  the  year  one  child  was  adopted  by  its  foster-parents  without 
reward  ; 6 children  were  returned  to  their  legal  mothers,  and  6 new  names 
were  added  to  the  Register,  leaving  12  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Eighty  two  visits  were  made  and  proved  most  satisfactory,  with  the 
exception  of  one  case,  which  was  referred  to  the  N.S.P.C.C.  and  has  since 
removed  from  the  town.  Twenty  two  newspaper  advertisements  were 
investigated,  the  necessary  forms  of  registration  being  supplied  in  each  case. 
One  hundred  and  twenty  four  interviews  were  granted  relating  to  suitable 
homes,  adoption,  and  such  questions. 

The  children  are  all  well  cared  for,  and  in  remarkably  good  health. 

It  is  remarkable  how  many  young  mothers  now  wish  to  part  with  their 
children  giving  full  surrender. 

The  Infant  Protection  Visitor  keeps  in  close  touch  with  the  local 
Inspector  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
and  also  with  the  representative  of  Dr.  Barnardo’s  Homes. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Ascertainment  of  orthopfedic  defects  is  kept  up  to  date  through  the 
Health  Department  and  the  Cripples’  Aid  Committee  of  the  Charity 
Organization  Society.  Cases  requiring  treatment  are  referred  to  the  local 
Memorial  Hospital  where  a well  equipped  clinic  is  held  each  Wednesday  under 
Mr.  H.  C.  Pearson,  F.R.C.S.,  with  a staff  of  masseuses. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  comprehensive  scheme  for 
Durham  County  at  present  being  prepared  by  the  Durham  County 
Orthopaedic  Association.  One  of  the  clinics  will  be  situated  in  Darlington. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

These  are  periodically  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
his  staff.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply. — Water  Engineer,  Mr.  E.  Minors,  B.Sc.,  A.M.I.C.E. 

The  supply  from  the  River  Tees  and  the  pressure  filtration  have  been 
eontinued  as  described  in  last  year’s  report. 

Bacteriological  analysis  of  the  river,  filtered  and  chlorinated  water  are 
made  weekly  by  the  Borough  Analyst,  whose  reports  during  the  past  year 
have  been  consistently  satisfactory. 


The  consumption  of  water  has  been  steadily  increasing  in  Darlington 
owing  to  increased  domestic  and  trade  demands. 

The  pumping  and  filtration  plants  at  the  Water  Works  described  in 
past  reports  are  adequate  to  deal  with  the  present  position,  and  with  a 
moderate  increase,  but  owing  to  the  tendency  for  consumption  of  water 
to  increase  it  is  desirable  that  provision  should  be  made  for  the  future 
in  good  time.  Additional  filtration  plant  can  be  readily  erected  in  the 
existing  buildings. 


The  increase  in  consumption  is  shown  in  the  following  figures  of  annual 
amounts  : —

As  we  have  no  storage  reservoirs  it  is  essential  there  should  be  adequate 
pumping  and  filtration  plant  to  meet  a future  supply  of  six  million  gallons 
per  day. 

Following  on  the  typhoid  epidemic  in  Croydon  during  October  and 
November,  a circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  urging 
Local  Authorities  to  consider  the  present  state  of  their  water  undertakings. 

So  far  as  the  Darlington  Water  Undertaking  is  concerned  the  Borough 
Surveyor,  who  is  also  Water  Engineer  has  always  been  in  close  touch  with 
me. 
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It  will  be  recalled  that  when  the  present  plant  was  put  into  operation 
in  1926,  the  standard  of  purification  was  not  satisfactory  enough,  and  sub- 
stantial penalties  were  exacted.  The  introduction  of  sodium  aluminate 
into  the  method  produced  excellent  results  in  reducing  wash  water  and 
improving  the  final  analysis.  Our  water  works  were  the  first  in  England 
to  adopt  this  method  which  is  now  so  popular. 

The  water  is  pumped  direct  to  the  town  and  to  an  open  Reservoir  at 
Harrowgate  Hill  where  there  has  been  some  evidence  of  pollution.  The 
Council  have  decided  to  cover  this  reservoir,  and  the  work  is  now  In  hand. 

Chlorination  has  taken  place  consistently  throughout  the  year,  and  the 
analyses  have  in  every  instance  been  satisfactory  from  a bacteriological 
point  of  view. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  slow  running  River  Skerne  enters  the  town  at  its  east  boundary  at 
Haughton,  from  whence  it  flows  west  and  then  south.  It  is  crossed  by  12 
road  bridges  and  is  the  natural  channel  for  floodwater  in  the  case  of  heavy 
rain. 


Evidence  of  pollution  is  well  marked  before  the  river  enters  the  town. 
Colliery  washings  produce  a black  mud  which  settles  on  the  bed  of  the  stream 
and  has  a very  depressing  effect  on  the  appearance  of  the  water  way.  Frequent 
analyses  have  been  carried  out  and  steps  taken  to  inform  the  offending  areas. 
With  so  many  bridges  there  is  temptation  to  use  the  proximity  of  the  river 
as  a convenient  reason  for  unauthorised  tipping. 

Sv.anming  Baths. 

The  Public  Swimming  Baths  are  situated  in  Gladstone  Street  and  consist 
o^  two  large  Pools.  The  First  Class  Bath  is  used  largely  in  the  summer  and 
Covered  during  the  winter  to  form  a spacious  Public  Hall  accommodating 
an  audience  of  over  1,500.  The  Second  Class  Pool  is  kept  open  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year. 

Every  precaution  is  taken  in  Darlington  by  continuous  filtration  and 
chlorination  to  produce  a clear,  sparkling,  attractive  water  free  from  germs 
of  disease,  and  of  a bacterial  purity  approximating  to  that  of  drinking  water. 
The  continuous  treatment,  completed  every  four  hours,  affords  also 
important  economies  in  heating  and  water  supply.  Accurate  dosage  of 
coagulant  sodium  aluminate  and  gaseous  chlorine  is  ensured  by  routine 
checking  with  methyl  orange  and  orthotolidine  indicators. 

Sewerage  and  Sewerage  Disposal. 

The  sewerage  of  the  town  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Council. 

Storm  water  relief  sewers  are  being  constructed  to  relieve  the  older 
sewers,  which  were  designed  on  the  combined  system. 

From  time  to  time  the  older  sewers  are  being  replaced  with  modern 
sewers.  The  more  recently  developed  areas  are  being  sewered  on  the  separate 
system,  the  surface  water  being  discharged  into  the  Cocker  Beck  and  River 
Skeme. 
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The  whole  of  tl^  sewage  is  at  present  being  treated  by  broad  irrigation 
on  the  Stpssholme  Sewage  Farm.  An  experimental  activated  sludge  plant 
has  been  in  operation  for  a few  years  but  it  has  not  worked  uniformly  satis- 
factorily owing  to  the  varying  nature  of  the  sewage  from  time  to  time. 

The  Council  have  now  decided  to  construct  sewage  purification  works, 
including  detritus,  sedimentation,  humus  and  storm  water  tanks  and  per- 
colating filters  which  will  relieve  the  farm  and  enable  the  disposal  of  the 
sewage  to  be  carried  out  nmre  efficiently.  It  is  expected  that  these  works 
will  be  commenced  m 193tc

One  hundred  and  five  of  these  persons  in  default  were  cautioned  both 
verbally  and  by  written  intimation. 

In  nine  cases  prosecutions  were  instituted,  the  defaulters  being  convicted, 
one  fined  40/-  and  10/6  co.sts,  two  fined  20/-  and  10/6  costs,  one  fined  20/- 
and  4/-  co.st,  one  fined  20/-  including  costs,  three  fined  lOj-  and  10/6  costs 
and  one  was  ordered  to  pay  29/-  costs. 

The  operation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act, 
^28,  was  suspended  by  order  of  the  Home  Secretary  on  Saturday,  the  18th 
December,  and  from  Monday,  20th  December  to  Friday,  the  24th  December, 
1937,  and  by  order  of  the  Town  Council  on  New  Year’s  Eve,  31st  Dec- 
ember, 1937. 
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There  are  three  Compulsory  Orders  in  operation  affecting  respectively 
shops  in  which  is  carried  on  the  sale  of  Meat,  shops  in  which  is  carried  on  the 
sale  of  Fruit,  Vegetables  or  Flowers,  and  shops  in  which  is  carried  on  Men’s 
Tailoring,  Clothing,  and  Outfitting,  and  two  Orders  under  the  Shops  Hours 
Act,  1904,  affecting  Chemists  and  Druggists,  and  Boot  and  Shoe  Dealers. 


SECTION  D. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 

Mild  cases  of  scarlet  fever  can  be  quite  safely  and  adequately  treated 
at  home.  In  fact  it  is  not  wise  policy  to  admit  a mild  case  into  a ward 
already  receiving  cases  of  a septic  type,  because  of  the  greater  risk  of 
complications  arising,  and  also  of  the  dangers  of  overcrowding  increasing 
the  incidence  of  mastoid  inflammation  during  convalescence.  There  were 
two  deaths  in  the  course  of  the  year  in  215  cases,  of  whom  62  were  nursed 
at  home. 

Diphtheria. — 

This  was  of  the  “gravis”  type  and  accounted  for  130  cases  and  17  deaths. 
It  is  a tragie  fact  that  none  of  these  cases  should  have  died,  had  the  parents 
only  taken  my  advice  to  have  artificial  immunisation  carried  out  last  year. 
Propaganda  by  voice,  pen  and  poster  has  been  used  throughout  the  year  to 
impress  on  the  public  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  in  regard  to  all  children 
especially  under  five  years  of  age.  All  deaths  from  diphtheria  can  be 
prevented  by  this  simple,  safe,  harmless  method  of  injection  which  has  been 
praetised  now  beyond  the  experimental  stage  in  all  our  hospitals  and  large 
institutions.  Not  a single  death  occurred  among  the  3,000  immunised. 

Measles. — 

This  was  an  epidemic  year,  the  outbreak  commencing  in  October 
and  continuing  into  1938.  There  were  769  notifications  of  first 
cases,  and  I reckon  there  was  a total  of  about  1,800  patients.  One  can  i 
record  with  pleasure  the  care  that  is  now  taken  of  these  apparently  trivial 
illnesses,  but  which  are  really  capable  of  serious  consequences.  Five  serious 
cases  of  pulmonary  complications  were  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital.  There  was  only  one  death. 

Erysipelas. — 

There  were  only  five  cases  of  sueh  severity  as  to  warrant  admissions 
to  the  Hospital  .out  of  38  notifications.  One  death  oecurred. 

Whooping  Cough. — 

147  notifications  and  3 deaths. 

Pneumonia. — 

The  notifications  numbered  116  and  the  total  deaths  71, 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 

Nine  cases  were  notified,  and  in  8 the  recovery  was  complete  without 
any  impairment  of  vision.  One  case  removed  from  the  district,  and  there  is 
no  record  of  its  ultimate  recovery  or  otherwise. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — 

One  Borough  case  and  1 Military  case  were  notified  but  not  accepted 
as  such. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. — 

No  cases  were  notified. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Malaria,  Dysentery  and  Smallpox. — 

No  cases  were  notified,  but  one  death  was  certified  as  due  to  Encephalitis 
Lethargica  during  the  year. 

Typhoid  and  Para-Typhoid  Fevers. — 

Seven  cases  were  notified  and  5 admitted  to  Hospital  during  the  year. 
One  death  occurred.

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

Blind  persons  come  within  the  purview  of  the  Committee  for  Promoting 
the  Welfare  of  Afflicted  Persons  and  are  all  certified  before  registration. 
The  prevention  of  blindness  is  a matter  for  the  Health  Committee  and  treat- 
ment and  glasses  are  provided  where  necessary  in  necessitous  cases. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Report  of  the  Venereal  Diseases  Officer  on  the  Work 
OF  THE  Darlington  Clinic  during  1937. 

The  table  shows  a decrease  in  the  total  number  of  new  cases  presenting 
themselves  at  the  Clinic  for  the  first  time  of  24.7%.  The  number  of  new 
cases  of  Gonorrhcea  shows  a drop  of  30.5%.  This  would  indicate  a lower 
incidence  of  disease,  but  there  must  be  some  who  are  not  making  use  of  the  Clinic, 
and  these  will,  unless  treated  by  qualified  persons,  develop  the  sequelae 
which  will  make  them  chronic  invalids.  This  fact  is  not  sufficiently 
appreciated  by  women,  since  too  often  the  disease  does  not  make  itself 
immediately  felt.  They  are  laying  up  for  themselves  a store  of  rheumatism, 
sterility  and  blindness  in  the  children  born  to  them. 

The  decrease  is  not  so  marked  in  connection  with  Syphilis,  but  here 
too  there  is  a delay  in  first  coming  for  treatment.  Any  exposure,  with  or 
without  some,  even  slight,  evidence  of  infection,  should  be  examined  im- 
mediately. If  the  disease  is  found  to  be  present,  the  earlier  treatment  is 
begun  the  greater  is  the  hope  of  cure. 

The  standard  of  attendance  on  the  part  of  those  on  treatment  is 
gratifyingly  high.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  that  those  who  expose 
themselves  to  infection  should  present  themselves  for  examination  at  the 
very  first  opportunity.

Silicosis  & Asbestosis  (Medical  Arrangements)  Scheme,  1931. 

No  examinations  were  required  during  the  year  under  the  arrangement 
entered  into  with  the  Silicosis  and  Asbestosis  Medical  Board. 
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Voluntary  Care  Committee. 

This  Committee,  subsidised  by  the  Borough  Council  is  a most  useful 
link  in  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Health  Committee  in  combating  tuber- 
culosis. Since  the  inception  of  the  Care  Scheme  in  1919,  746  cases  have  been 
assisted  by  way  of  extra  nourishment,  clothing,  footwear,  bedding,  invalid 
chairs,  dental  and  travelling  expenses,  rent  subsidies,  and  reference  to  other 
bodies.  Co-ordination  has  always  been  a strong  point  and,  as  in  past  years, 
steps  have  been  taken  to  see  that  afflicted  families  derive  full  help  without 
overlapping  from  other  organisations  such  as  the  Education  Authority 
for  the  provision  of  free  meals  and  Open  Air  Schools,  and  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee.  Twenty-two  new  applications  were  dealt  with  in  addition 
to  36  from  previous  years,  at  a total  cost  of  £315.  The  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’ 
Buffet  J^und  generously  continued  to  help  Ex-Servicemen’s  cases,  referred 
by  the  Care  Committee,  and  gave  help  by  way  of  extra  nourishment  to  the 
value  of  £65. 

Under  the  slum  clearance  schemes  vei-y  many  families  have  been 
re-housed  from  very  bad  conditions  and  it  is  important  that  the  housing 
conditions  of  all  our  tubercidous  families  should  be  improved  as  far  as 
reasonably  practicable.  Sub-letting,  however,  is  still  a matter  requiring 
close  observation  and  firm  handling. 

In  1935  the  Care  Committee  joined  with  Care  Committees  from  sur- 
rounding Areas  in  the  formation  of  a Standing  Conference,  and  at  the 
first  Annual  Conference  a Special  Committee  was  formed  to  discuss  and 
explore  the  possibility  of  establishing  a Joint  Convalescent  Home  for  the 
reception  of  cases.  At  the  second  Conference  in  1936,  this  Special  Com- 
mittee reported  they  could  not  recommend  the  formation  of  a Scheme  on 
the  lines  suggested  by  the  Conference,  but  recommended  the  establishment 
of  Preventoria  for  children  contacts.  As  a result  of  further  deliberations 
and  inquiries  from  the  Authorities  likely  to  be  concerned  the  Special  Com- 
mittee again  amended  their  recommendations  and  at  the  Annual  Conference 
held  at  Sunderland  on  16th  June,  1938,  and  attended  by  four  Darlington 
Delegates,  including  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Alderman 
A.  J.  Best,  it  was  decided  the  only  satisfactory  way  of  dealing  with  the 
problem  of  contacts  was  by  the  provision  of  residential  school  accommodation 
for  those  children  who,  by  reason  of  their  home  circumstances,  should  be 
guarded  against  the  contraction  of  tuberculosis.  The  Special  Committee 
was  asked  to  continue  in  session  and  to  approach  the  surrounding  Authorities 
and  obtain  their  views.  The  Conference  was  informed  by  your  Chairman 
that  Darlington  had  maintained  a non-committal  attitude  to  the  proposals 
as  it  was  felt  that  in  contrast  with  some  of  the  Authorities  concerned 
Darlington  had  made  much  more  progi-ess  in  meeting  the  needs  of  contacts, 
and  it  was  also  felt  that  Darlington  would  not  be  likely  to  receive  financial 
help  in  the  matter  of  Government  Grants. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  decided  to  become  afiiliated  with  the 
National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis.  Affiliation  carries 
privileges  which  otherwise  the  Care  Committee  would  not  be  entitled  to, 
one  of  which  is  the  participation  in  the  Christmas  Seal  or  Stamp  Sale  (a 
form  of  Christmas  Greeting  for  attaching  to  parcels,  the  backs  of  letters, 
etc.).  From  this  source  the  handsome  sum  of  £47  10s.  Od.  was  raised 
during  the  year. 
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SECTION  E. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 


Propaganda. 

This  ever-growing  side  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  interwoven 
in  all  the  daily  routine.  It  often  means  the  difficult  task  of  teaching  people, 
who  are  very  unwilling,  to  improve  their  conditions.  The  visit  of  the  Health 
Visitor,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  School  Nurse  is  as  much  educational 
as  the  work  of  the  School  Teacher  in  the  School,  but  the  pupils  are  more 
difficult.  The  good  name  of  the  town  is  largely  due  to  the  work  of  these 
people  in  producing  such  a high  standard  of  citizenship.  Lectures  have  been 
given  by  members  of  the  Staff  to  representative  organisations  in  the  town, 
such  as  the  Women’s  Clubs,  the  Women’s  Guilds,  the  Men’s  Guilds,  Toe  H., 
the  Rotary  Club,  Church  Meetings,  College  of  Nursing,  Midwives’  Institute, 
Trades  Council  and  its  Branches,  and  the  Training  College.  Posters,  Leaflets, 
Press  articles  and  2,000  copies  of  the  monthly  “ Better  Health  ” Magazine 
have  been  circulated  with  a view  to  rousing  the  health  conscience  of  the 
citizens. 

During  the  year  a very  successful  film  in  technicolour,  entitled 
“ Darlington  Health  Services,”  was  produced  for  the  Committee  by  the 
Darlington  Amateur  Cine  Society  in  collaboration  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  The  objects  of  the  film  are  to  make  known  to  the  Public  the 
varied  Health  Services  existing  for  their  benefit  and  to  encourage  a wider 
use  of  these  facilities.  It  has  already  been  shewn  locally  to  audiences  of 
approximately  4,000  and  is  in  great  demand  for  display  in  other  towns. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  selected  the  film  for  display  at  the  Empire  Exhibition 
at  Glasgow  in  1938. 

Propaganda  was  greatly  intensified  during  the  last  three  months  of 
the  year  in  accordance  with  the  Government’s  National  Health  Campaign. 
Approximately  100,000  leaflets  and  posters  were  distributed  during  that 
period  alone.  Exhibitions  were  held  at  all  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  during  November  and  December  and  were  open  to  the  public  each 
afternoon  and  evening.  The  Exhibition  consisted  of  posters  and  articles 
illustrating  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care,  breast-feeding,  diets  and  food 
values,  the  care  of  the  teeth,  model  clothing,  sleep,  preservation  and 
cleanliness  of  food,  infectious  diseases,  diphtheria  immunisation,  first  aid  in 
the  home,  etc.  Talks  were  given  by  two  members  of  the  Voluntary 
Comrnittee  and  by  the  Senior  Health  Visitor  at  a Co-operative  Guild  meeting, 
two  Sisterhood  meetings,  and  to  the  Voluntary  Committee.  The  film  ” The 
Health  of  the  Nation  ” was  shewn  commercially  at  the  Central  Cinema  in 
the  ordinary  programme  to  audiences  of  over  6,000.  A special  display  of 
posters  was  arranged  in  the  Cinema.  In  addition  the  films  “ Stand  Up  and 
Breathe  ” (National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  and 
“ The  Leaflet  ” (Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom)  were  exhibited  to 
4,500  people  at  the  Empire  and  the  Majestic  Cinemas. 
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In  November,  the  Darlington  Trades  Council  organised  a film  display 
and  lectures  in  conjunction  mth  the  Industrial  Health  Education  Society 
and  the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis.  The 
Lecturer  was  Dr.  J.  Harley  Williams,  Medical  Commissioner  of  the  Associa- 
tion, the  subject  of  the  lecture  and  film  being  “ Tuberculosis — Its  Prevention 
and  Cure.” 

The  Committee  co-operated  with  the  National  Baby  Week  Council  on 
“Baby  Sunday”  in  the  National  Baby  Week  when  a special  appeal  was  made 
to  the  clergy  to  include  in  their  addresses  to  their  congregations  a special 
reference  to  child  welfare. 

The  Baby  Day  Celebrations  have  already  been  mentioned  on  page  31 , 
and  the  Dental  Demonstrations  in  the  School  Medical  Officer’s  Report. 


SECTION  F. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1937. 

General  Sanitary  Work. — 

812  Inspections  and  1,150  Re-inspections  of  houses  were  made  under 
the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts.  602  Informal  Notices  were  served 
upon  the  owners  of  property  in  respect  of  1,914  nuisances  existing  thereon, 
and  in  very  many  cases  the  nuisances  were  abated  without  further  action 
being  necessary.  The  remaining  cases  where  the  notices  were  not  complied 
with,  were  included  in  the  monthly  reports  submitted  to  you.  Upon 
instructions  of  the  Council  163  Statutory  Notices  for  the  abatement  of  918 
nuisances  were  served  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  nuisances 
abated  in  compliance  with  notices  served  during  the  year  was  2,321. 
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The  following  is  a summary  of  the  various  headings  under  which  such

DarlingtonCorporation  Act,  1930— Section  166— Living  Vans,  Tents  and  Sheds. 

There  are  now  five  sites  in  use  : Valley  Street  North,  Archer  Street, 
Lodge  Street,  Chesnut  Street,  and  The  Mill,  Haughton. 

All  the  sites  were  under  constant  observation  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Difficulties  have  arisen  at  week-ends  and  holiday  periods  through 
showmen  using  the  Valley  Street  and  Archer  Street  sites  as  repositories  for 
vans  and  gear,  thereby  restricting  the  available  space  normally  used  by  the 
permanent  van  dwellers.  This  matter  is  being  taken  up  by  the  Town  Clerk’s 
department  with  a view  to  providing  more  space  for  each  living  van. 
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Housing  Act,  1925 — Byelaws. 

Houses  Let-in  Lodgings, — These  byelaws  apply  to  houses  intended  or 
used  for  occupation  by  the  Working  Classes  and  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied 
by  members  of  more  than  one  family  in  Darlington. 

During  the  year,  37  houses  were  found  occupied  by  more  than  two 
families  and  came  under  the  byelaws.  Forty-six  inspections  were  made. 
One  informal  notice  was  served  and  complied  with.  These  houses  present 
a very  real  difficulty,  registration  not  being  compulsory.  Owners  and 
occupiers  allow  houses  to  be  tenanted  by  several  families  without  our  know- 
ledge. When  we  apply  the  byelaws,  the  tenants  are  in  many  cases  given 
notice  to  quit.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  type  of  persons  who  occupy  these 
houses,  have,  in  many  cases  no  fixed  abode  due  to  unemployment  or  poverty, 
the  personnel  is  constantly  changing. 

Sanitary  Condition  of  Theatres  and  Places  of  Entertainment. 

There  are  11  Picture  Halls,  5 Billiard  Saloons,  12  Dance  Halls,  1 Cafe 
and  1 Hotel  in  the  Borough  holding  licences  for  music  and  dancing.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  these  premises  has  been  under  constant  and  regular 
supervision  and  has  given  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Applications  for  licences  were  made  by  3 Fish  Friers,  and  refused. 
Two  Fish  Friers  have  discontinued  owing  to  slum  clearance. 

The  number  of  premises  now  used  for  offensive  trades  and  duly  licensed 
is  41,  as  follows  : —

2 Rag  and  Bone  Dealers. 

There  are  also  29  Fried  Fish  Shops  in  the  Borough  not  on  the  Licensed 
Register,  having  been  established  prior  to  the  date  of  the  Order  under  which 
they  are  scheduled  as  Offensive  Trades. 

The  whole  of  the  premises  are  under  supervision,  and  are  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  Four  Informal  Notices  were  served  and  complied 
with. 

A Fat  Refinery  to  the  North  West  of  the  town  has  been  the  cause  of 
numerous  complaints  and  many  visits  have  had  to  be  made  thereto.  These 
premises  were  erected  whilst  the  area  was  outside  the  Borough.  Much  has 
been  done  to  minimise  the  offensive  odours  (which  are  inseparable  from  such 
manufacture)  since  the  business  has  become  under  new  management. 
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Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

The  number  of  Workshops,  including  Bakehouses,  on  the  Register  at 
the  31st  December,  1937,  was  456,  and  the  number  of  Factories  215,  total 
671,  in  respect  of  which  187  inspections  have  been  made.

Rag  flock  Acts,  1911-28. 

There  are  no  Manufacturers  of  Rag  Flock  in  the  Borough.  No  samples 
have  been  taken  during  the  year.  Practically  no  new  rag  flock  is  used  by 
upholsterers  in  the  Borough.

It  is  regrettable  that  the  standard  set  by  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  is  so 
low,  living  rooms  being  included  for  sleeping  purposes. 

Three  families  living  in  houses  owned  by  the  Council  are  still  over- 
crowded owing  to  the  fact  that  these  families  require  larger  houses  than  the 
Council  have  built. 

Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926.^ — Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
Sections  101-104. 

Three  observations  were  made  in  respect  of  a chimney  shaft  used  at  a 
brickworks.  Smoke  from  a brick  kiln  passes  into  this  shaft,  in  addition 
to  smoke  from  the  steam-raising  boilers.  This  shaft  presents  difficulty, 
but  the  owners  have  carried  out  alterations  and  so  reduced  the  output  of 
smoke  to  the  minimum  possible. 

A boiler  of  unsuitable  design  was  in  use  at  an  engineering  works  and 
created  a very  serious  nuisance.  Experiments  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Estimation  of  sulphur  deposit  is  carried  out  at  the  Grammar  School 
and  from  repojts  received  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  degree 
of  atmospheric  pollution  is  low  in  the  Borough. 

Many  of  the  larger  industrial  concerns  in  the  Borough  are  protected 
under  Section  109  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  respect  to  smoke 
emission.

The  methods  employed  vary  slightly,  according  to  degree  of  infestation. 
Where  infestation  is  severe,  all  wall  papers  are  removed  and  burned,  skirtings 
and  mouldings  are  removed.  The  walls  and  woodwork  are  then  treated  with 
an  efficient  contact  liquid  insecticide.  In  cold  weather  and  in  cases  of  severe 
infestation,  a blow  lamp  is  used  wherever  p9^ticable,  in  addition.  Beds,  wire 
mattresses,  etc.,  are  also  treated  with  the  liquid  insecticide  and  any  valueless 
furniture  is  destroyed  if  deemed  necessary.  Re-papering  of  walls  is  not 
encouraged. 

Very  careful  inspection  is  made  in  each  case  before  tenants  are  removed 
to  Council  houses,  and  where  infestation  is  found  or  suspected,  we  insist 
upon  thorough  washing  and  cleansing  of  furniture  and  bedding.  In  many 
cases,  as  above  stated,  articles  of  small  value  are  burned. 
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Disinfestation  is  entirely  carried  ont  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Visits  are  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  who 
give  advice  and  help.

Nineteen  samples  fell  below  the  standard  set  by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regula- 
tions, 1901-1912.  These  included  6 taken  in  course  of  deliver^'^  from  the 
producers  (or  dealers)  to  the  retail  purveyors,  and  1 Appeal-to-Cow  sample. 

One  informal  sample  of  ground  almonds  was  found  to  be  adulterated 
with  crystallised  sugar  to  the  extent  of  18.6%;  in  consequence,  a formal 
sample  was  taken  and  was  found  to  be  adulterated  in  a similar  manner  to 
the  extent  of  20.0%. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  vendor  of  both  samples.  The 
defendant  pleaded  guilty,  and  was  fined  10/-  and  £3  13s,  6d.  Costs,

Forty-two  samples  of  Accredited  milk  were  taken,  of  which  4 satisfied 
neither  the  Methylene  Blue  nor  the  Coliform  Bacilli  tests,  and  11  did  not 
satisfy  the  test  for  Coliform  Bacilli. 

Nine  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  taken.  Two  did  not 
comply  in  respect  of  B.  Coli,  each  giving  a positive  reaction  in  2 of  3 tubes 
in  .01  ml.

herds,  3 cows  were  reported 

to  be  suffering 

from  Mastitis  and  were  removed  from  the  herds.  As  there  had  been  a great 
deal  of  Mastitis  all  over  the  country,  our  dairies  were  fortunate  in  having 
such  a small  number  of  cases.  The  owners  were  informed  by  the  Inspector 
to  put  out  all  cows  showing  the  slighest  evidence  of  Mastitis  until  the  udders 
had  become  normal. 

One  cow  was  taken  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  and  on  a post-mortem 
was  found  to  be  suffering  from  advanced  Tuberculosis. 

Seven  herds  were  also  inspected  at  intervals  of  3 months  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  152  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds  and  156 
inspections  were  made  of  Milk  Retailers’  premises  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
Three  informal  notices  wei-e  served  for  various  defects  and  complied  with. 

An  offence  was  committed  by  a Retail  Purveyor  of  Milk  against  Section 
3 (2)  of  the  Milk  and  Daii'ies  Order,  1926.  The  case  was  heard  before  the 
local  Bench  of  Magistrates  and  a fine  of  10/-  and  10/6  costs  was  imposed. 

Bacteriological  Examination. — 34  samples  of  ungraded  milk  were 
taken  and  submitted  for  examination  ; 19  samples  were  reported  to  comply 
with  the  standard  of  cleanliness  required  for  Accredited  Milk.  Eight 
samples  complied  with  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  but  gave  a positive  re- 
action for  B.  Coli  in  3 tubes  in  .01  ml.  Three  samples  also  complied  with 
the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  gave  a positive  re-action  in  2 of  3 tubes  in 
.01  ml.  One  sample  gave  a negative  re-action  for  the  presence  of  B.  Coli  in  3 
tubes  in  .01  ml  but  did  not  comply  with  the  Methylene  Blue  Test ; 2 
samples  gave  a negative  re-action  for  the  presence  of  B.  Coli  in  2 tubes  in 
.01  ml  whilst  one  sample  gave  a positive  re-action  for  the  presence  of 
B.  Coli  in  .001  ml  and  did  not  comply  with  the  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that,  although  there  is  no  legal  standard 
of  cleanliness  for  milk  other  than  that  sold  under  Special  Designations,  the 
cleanliness  of  ungraded  milk  does  show  an  improvement.  In  the  case  of  the 
sample  giving  a positive  re-action  for  B.  Coli  in  .001  ml  there  was  a doubt 
as  to  the  age  of  the  milk  and  it  was  probably  a sample  from  the  previous 
day’s  yield. 

In  each  case  of  non-compliance,  strong  letters  of  warning  were  sent. 

Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

Under  this  Order  notifications  in  7 cases  of  tuberculosis  in  cows 
slaughtered  in  the  Borough  were  sent  to  the  Authorities  from  which  the 
animals  came  prior  to  slaughter. 

In  several  cases,  the  origin  of  the  animals  could  not  be  traced  owing  to 
inability  to  identify  through  change  of  ownership  from  market  to  market 
by  cattle  dealers. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sewage  of  the  town  is  conveyed  by  gravitation  to  the  Sewage  Farm 
in  Skerne  Valley  about  a mile  to  the  south  of  the  town.  Storm  overflows 
are  provided  at  convenient  points  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  town  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  River  Skerne. 

No  serious  flooding  occurred  through  storms  during  the  year.  A 
certain  amount  of  flooding  occurred  at  the  rear  of  Victoria  Road  but  when  the 
new  main  intercepting  sewer  is  constructed  it  is  anticipated  that  the  danger 
of  all  further  flooding  in  this  vicinity  will  be  removed. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. 

Five  privy  ashpits  have  been  removed  and  no  water  closets  substituted. .

Scavenging  and  Tips. 

The  scavenging  of  the  town  is  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Surveyor’s 
department. 

Household  refuse  is  collected  in  portable  covered,  galvanised,  iron 
refuse  bins  where  no  back  streets  exist,  but  where  premises  abut  upon  back 
streets  tipping  bins  are  used. 

The  tips  in  use  dm’ing  1937  were  at  Salters  Lane,  Harrowgate  Hill,  and 
the  South  Park. 

A small  Destructor  at  Borough  Road  yard  was  used  for  the  disposal 
of  trade  refuse  and  other  combustible  materials.  This  is  to  be  replaced  by  a 
small  modern  Destiiictor  at  the  newly  constructed  Highways  Depot  in 
Haughton  Road. 


Artificial  Cream  Act,  1929. — 

No  applications  for  registration  were  received  during  the  year. 
Persons  who  manufacture  artificial  cream  come  within  the  exemptions 
enumerated  in  Section  2(1)  of  the  Act  regarding  registration  of  premises. 

Public  Health  (Preservatives  in  Food)  Regulations,  1927. — 

93  samples  of  milk  and  81  samples  of  provisions  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  prohibited  preservatives,  injurious  substances,  or  e.xcess  of  any 
allowed  preservatives.  No  samples  were  found  to  contravene  the  Regulations. 

Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. — 

The  total  number  of  animals  inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughter  or 
immediately  afterwards  was  41,047,  which  is  about  99%  of  the  bovines  and 
pigs  and  95%  of  sheep  slaughtered  in  the  Borough. 
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This  number  is  made  up  of  3,142  bovines,  383  calves,  8,344  sheep  and 
4,540  pigs  which  were  killed  at  the  Abattoir,  and  3,931  bovines,  916  calves, 
12,141  sheep  and  7,650  pigs  which  were  killed  in  the  private  slaughterhouses. 

There  were  14  cases  of  emergency  slaughter  of  which  5 were  killed  at  the 
Abattoir,  2 outside  the  Borough  and  the  remaining  7 in  the  private  slaughter- 
houses. This  number  involved  5 cows,  2 heifers,  2 calves,  1 sheep,  and  4 
pigs,  and  as  a result  of  inspection,  the  carcases  and  all  organs  of  1 cow, 
1 pig,  1 calf,  1 sheep  and  portions  only  of  the  carcases  and  organs  of  1 
heifer,  1 pig,  and  1 cow,  were  condemned  and  destroyed. 

The  total  weight  of  food  condemned  and  destroyed  during  the  year  was 
27  tons,  14  cwts,  6 stones,  10  lbs.  of  which  17  tons,  19  cwts,  3 stones,  13  lbs.  were 
on  account  of  tuberculosis.  All  the  above  was  surrendered  voluntarily.

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Slaughterhouses  — 

There  are  20  privately  owned  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the 
Borough  in  addition  to  the  Municipal  Abattoir.  One  slaughterhouse  outside 
the  Borough  is  used  by  3 butchers  having  business  premises  within  the 
Borough.  This  slaughterhouse  is  regularly  inspected  by  our  Inspectors 
under  arrangements  with  the  Darlington  Rural  District  Council. 

Forty -nine  butchers  within  the  Borough  and  9 butchers  outside  the 
Borough  during  1937  used  the  Abattoir  regularly.  Three  butchers  outside 
the  Borough,  8 butchers  within  the  Borough  and  5 allotment  holders  killed 
there  occasionally.  Four  informal  notices  were  served  and  complied  with. 

4,591  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  the  private  slaughter- 
houses and  the  abattoir.

There  are  2 Common  Lodging-houses  on  the  Register  with  accommoda- 
tion for  345  lodgers.  The  use  of  one  Common  Lodging-house  with  accom- 
modation for  15  lodgers  was  discontinued. 

The  lodging-houses  are  regularly  and  frequently  inspected,  and  are  kept 
in  a satisfactory  condition. 


During  the  year  four  Inspectors  resigned  ; 112  days  were  thereby  lost 
before  their  successors  commenced  duties.  These  changes  cause  much 
derangement  in  the  department,  especially  when  they  occur  during  the 
holiday  season.

of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I liave  the  honour  to  submit  my  Twelfth  Annual  Rei)ort  on  the  Sehool 
Medical  Services  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1937. 

The  staff  was  increased  during  the  year  by  the  appointment  of  Miss 
B.  AVignall,  L.D.S.,  as  .second  dentist,  following  the  circular  from  the  Board 
of  Education  which  suggested  a basis  of  one  dentist  for  5,000  scholars. 

The  average  attendance  at  school  throughout  the  year  varied  from  72% 
in  January  when  we  had  an  outbreak  of  pulmonary  influenza,  up  to  92% 
in  May,  and  down  again  to  84%  in  December  when  we  suffered  from  the 
usual  alternate  year’s  outbreak  of  measles  which  ])rincipally  affected  the 
Infant  departments. 

Routine  ins])ections  were  carried  out  according  to  schedule,  and  defects 
were  treated  and  followed  up  as  in  past  years.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able 
to  report  the  general  increase  in  the  attendance  of  parents  at  the  inspections, 
88%  compared  with  last  year’s  figure  of  75%  in  the  case  of  entrants,  82% 
instead  of  53%  in  intermediates,  and  44%  in  place  of  27%  in  the  older 
children.  The  presence  of  a jjarent  means  much  to  the  child,  the  teacher, 
the  doctor  and  the  nurse,  in  that  pleasant  contact  is  made,  advice  can  be 
readily  given,  and  discussion  on  future  plans  completed  there  and  then. 

Propaganda  work  was  particularly  directed  in  1937  by  the  Health 
Minister’s  desire  to  “ press  towards  a Fitter  Britain.”  In  Darlington,  as 
you  are  aware,  we  have  set  before  us  a scheme  of  continual  training  in  habits 
of  health  by  lesson,  poster,  leaflet  and  film.  Cleanliness,  nutrition,  physical 
exercise,  open  air  and  health  teaching  have  all  been  incorporated  into  the 
ordinary  school  curriculum,  theoretically  and  practically.  I am  now  certain 
that  the  parents  have  awakened  to  the  extending  physical  and  mental 
opportunities  offered  to  them.  It  is  therefore  impoi’tant  that  the  work  of 
the  professional  staff  should  be  kept  at  the  highest  possible  ]jitch  of  useful- 
ness in  producing  the  maximum  results  in  the  short  time  available.  With 
this  in  view,  it  is  planned  to  have  mass  surveys  in  each  school  once  a term 
so  that  the  evidently  defective  child  will  be  brought  under  medical  super- 
vision immediately.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  already  in  the 
general  nutrition  of  the  scholars  following  the  nutritional  survey  last  year, 
the  cases  of  severe  mal -nourishment  having  fallen  from  ()’6%  down  to  half 
that  figure.  No  doubt  the  better  economic  conditions  of  the  town  played  a 
part,  but  it  is  well  known  that  no  matter  how  much  money  may  be  going 
into  some  families,  the  nutrition  of  the  children  is  still  dependent  on  the 
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choice  of  food  stuffs  and  the  formation  of  sound  habits.  The  school 
doctor  now  finds  himself  not  just  concerned  with  examining  endless  streams 
of  children,  normal  in  about  83%  of  cases,  but  also  very  interested  in  their 
treatment  fulfilling  various  functions  directed  to  amelioration  of  defects, 
restoration  to  fitness,  and  defence  in  regard  to  crippled  children,  rheumatism, 
tuberculosis,  rickets,  catarrhal  conditions,  immunity  and  mental  subnormality. 

The  centralization  of  clinics  and  staff  at  Greenbank  makes  this  procedure 
v^ery  simple  in  practice.  For  example  a mother  may  attend  with  her  defective 
toddler  or  school  child  and  have  all  the  necessary  supervision,  advice  and 
treatment  in  one  afternoon  at  the  various  departments. 

A novel  feature  of  the  years’  work  was  the  production  of  the  colour 
film  (16  m.m.)  of  our  School  and  Health  Services  by  the  Amateur  Cine  Society. 
This  has  been  seen  by  over  5,000.  The  Ministry  of  Health  has  selected  it  for 
special  exhibit  at  the  Empire  Exhibition,  Glasgow. 

I must  repeat  the  appeal  I made  last  year  for  the  extension  of  the  work  for 
“ toddlers  ” between  two  and  five  years  of  age  in  Nursery  Schools  and  Classes. 
In  the  north  of  the  town  there  are  at  least  300  such  children  who  would  derive 
great  benefit  from  the  training  and  early  attention  to  defects.  It  is  advisable 
that  such  a school  should  be  as  near  as  is  reasonably  possible  to  the  homes,  and 
preferably  convenient  to  existing  junior  and  senior  schools  so  that  the  older 
brothers  and  sisters  could  act  as  escorts  and  so  encourage  attendance. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  loyal  assistance  and  support 
which  I have  received  from  all  the  members  of  my  staff,  and  also  of  expressing 
to  you,  Mr,  Whalley,  and  the  head  teachers  my  appreciation  of  the  good  relations 
and  unfailing  courtesy  which  made  the  year’s  work  so  congenial.

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MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 


Routine  Medical  Inspections  were  carried  out  as  in  former  years  in  all 
the  elementary  schools.  The  total  number  examined  of  the  live,  eight  and 
twelve  year  old  groups  was  2,853,  while  other  routine  inspections  of  odd  age 
groups  numbered  403. 

Cases  with  special  defects  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Medical 
Officers  was  drawn  totalled  7,250,  wliile  5,581  re-inspections  were  made  to 
ascertain  progress. 

Figures  of  the  secondary,  special  and  nursery  children  are  not  included 
in  the  above,  but  reported  elsewhere. 

Attendance  of  Parents. — The  attendance  of  parents  at  routine  inspections 
has  been  excellent,  especially  in  the  entrants’  group  where  S8'3%  attended 
the  examination  of  their  children. 

Nutrition. — In  1937  the  percentage  of  children  found  to  be  suffering  from 
subnormal  nutrition  was  15’ 1 — a slightly  lower  percentage  than  last  year.  : 
The  percentage  of  children  suffering  from  “bad”  nutrition  was  only  0'3%  as  ^ 
compared  with  0'6  % last  year.  60'8  % were  found  to  be  of  “normal”  nutrition  ^i| 
and  23'7%  were  classified  as  “excellent”.  -f. 

In  the  “subnormal”  and  “bad”  nutrition  groups,  provision  was  made  ^ 
for  extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  free  milk  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  in  all  j 
necessitous  cases.  As  has  already  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  , ~ 
all  cases  of  subnormal  malnutrition  are  not  due  to  actual  lack  of  food  f 
but  defective  diet  and  often  inadequate  rest  and  fresh  air,  or  some  under-  ^ 
lying  constitutional  disease  play  their  part.  ^ 

The  children  classified  of  bad  nutrition  have  been  admitted  to  the  Open  J 
Air  School  where  they  are  provided  with  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  free  meals.  Ultra  % 
Violet  Ray  treatment  is  also  frequently  given  to  children  of  poor  nutrition. 

The  figures  show  a definite  improvement  from  last  3''ear’s  findings.  This  V 
is  due  in  some  measure  to  the  general  improvement  in  the  economic  conditions  p. 
but  we  must  also  conclude  from  the  findings  that  much  of  the  improvement  in  V 
general  phj'^sique  is  due  to  the  provisions  made  by  the  Authority.  U 

In  January  1,077  bottles  of  milk  were  distributed  free  daih%  while  7' 
^ 3,598  were  paid  for.  ” f 

In  December  the  respective  figures  were  1 ,073  and  4,548. 

Cleanliness. — The  condition  of  cleanliness  in  the  schools  has  been  main- 
tained and  it  has  not  been  necessary  this  year  to  take  legal  proceedings  against 
any  parents.  * 

The  School  Nurses  paid  266  surprise  visits  to  twenty-three  schools  and 
537  home  visits,  making  in  all  14,801  inspections.  Nits  were  found  in  425  cases 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  this  figure  had  fallen  to  186. 


Skin  Diseflses. — The  actual  number  of  cases  attending  for  treatment  shows 
an  increase;  365  were  impetigo,  26  were  ringworm  and  17  were  found  to 
have  scabies. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  severity  of  the  cases  of  impetigo  is  becoming 
very  much  less,  due  in  a large  extent,  to  the  frequent  cleanliness  inspections 
in  the  schools  and  to  the  parents  and  teachers  sending  the  cases  immediately 
the  first  signs  appear.  This  allows  treatment  to  be  commenced  early  and  so 
prevents  the  spread  of  the  disease.  It  is  now  almost  a rarity  to  have  to  deal 
with  a really  extensive  impetigo  of  the  scalp — a fairly  common  occurrence  some 
years  ago. 

Ear  Diseases.— The  number  of  cases  referred  for  treatment  of  aural  defects 
decreased  from  190  last  year  to  158  this  year,  mainly  cases  of  otitis  media. 

Rheumatism. — All  children  who,  at  routine  or  s})ecial  inspection,  displayed 
signs  of  the  disease  were  referred  for  observation  to  the  Clinic. 

All  cases  are  -examined  at  regular  intervals  and  advice  as  to  any  modifi- 
cation of  home  or  school  environment  is  given. 

During  the  year  a number  of  cases,  particularly  of  chorea,  were  referred 
to  the  Memorial  Hospital  and  to  the  Municipal  Hospital  but  there  still  remains 
the  urgent  necessity  for  the  provision  of  treatment  for  convalescent  long  term 
cases  where  a change  of  environment  and  proper  dieting  and  rest  are 
essentials. 

Of  the  160  cases  under  observation  (88  girls  and  72  boys)  35  children  had 
signs  of  valvular  heart  disease,  and  16  showed  signs  of  chorea. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — 212  cases  received  operative  treatment  at  the 
Memorial  Hospital  while  92  cases  were  treated  medically.  Administrative 
arrangements  have  been  the  same  as  in  1936  as  regards  the  following  up  of 
those  children.  The  importance  of  nasal  hygiene  and  the  correct  method  of 
breathing  after  surgical  treatment  is  impressed  upon  parents  and  children. 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — A detailed  inquiry  was  made  during  the 
year  so  that  we  might  have  a complete  register  of  past  and  present  cases. 
Six  cases  (glands,  bone,  and  other  forms)  were  reported  among  our  elementary 
school  children,  and  I-  were  in  attendance  at  the  open-air  school. 

Follow-up  Work. — As  a sequence  to  the  medical  and  dental  inspections, 
special  home  visits  were  paid  in  1,551  instances. 

Medical  Examinations  of  Staff. — Examination  and  certification  of  18 
teachers,  caretakers  and  others  were  completed,  either  on  appointment  or 
return  to  duty  after  illness. 

Employment  of  School  Children,  &c. — so  children  were  certified  fit  for 
employment  while  of  school  age,  and  13  for  institutions,  or  maintenance 
grants.

DENTAL  REPORT. 

During  the  year,  all  the  schools  were  visited  and  inspections  were  carried 
out.  The  Staff  was  augmented  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  B.  Wignall  as 
Second  Dentist ; she  commenced  duties  on  April  1st,  but  owing  to  illness, 
her  work  was  somewhat  reduced.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  present  year, 
with  the  two  dentists  working  full-time,  every  child  will  be  inspected  and 
treated  when  necessary  at  the  School  Clinic.  Mr.  Liddell  has  reported 
marked  improvement  in  the  mouths  of  the  older  children,  especially  in  those 
schools  which  have  the  largest  percentage  of  acceptances  of  treatment. 
Unfortunately,  many  parents  still  persistently  refuse  to  have  their  children’s 
dental  troubles  attended  to.  This  entails  serious  loss  of  time  to  our  Pro- 
fessional Staff  in  repeated  inspections  and  requests  for  casual  treatment. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  in  Elementary.  Secondary  and  Special 
Schools  were  8,644.  The  total  sessions  devoted  to  treatment — 590,  inspec- 
tions— 67,  children  found  requiring  treatment — 5,573,  number  actually 
treated — 3131. 


MINOR  AILMENTS  CLINIC. 

Clinics  are  held  at  Greenbank  every  afternoon  when  a Medical  Officer 
is  in  attendance.  The  number  of  separate  attendances  during  the  year  was 
13,108  of  which  2,793  were  for  advice  and  10,315  for  treatment. 

It  must  again  be  impressed  on  those  responsible  that,  should  there  be 
suspicion  of  infectious  disease,  attendance  at  the  school  clinic  must  not  be 
advised  because  of  the  risk  of  the  spread  of  infection.

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ORTHOPAEDIC  AND  POSTURAL  DEFECTS. 

The  number  of  children  exhibiting  such  defects  remains  practically  the 
same — 42. 

Of  these,  19  were  due  to  infantile  paralysis,  16  to  congenital  defects  and 
the  remaining  7 to  injury  at,  or  after,  birth. 

We  have  again  to  express  our  indebtedness  to  Mr.  H.  C.  Pearson,  f.r.c.s.. 
Surgeon,  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  Memorial  Hospital  and  the  Crippled  Children’s 
Aid  Society  for  their  help.  This  Society  concerns  itself  with  the  welfare  of 
the  crippled  child  and  makes  special  allowances  for  extra  nourishment  and 
surgical  appliances  in  necessitous  cases  and  very  often  defrays  expenses  where 
further  specialist  advice  is  required. 


SPEECH  TRAINING  CLASSES. 

The  special  classes  for  the  instruction  of  children  with  speech  defects  are 
now  fully  established  and  are  held  two  afternoons  per  week  at  North  Road 
and  Borough  Road  Schools.  Pupils  in  attendance  have  made  excellent  progress 
and  parents  have  shown  an  increasing  interest  and  have  been  very  ready  to 
co-operate.  Reports  from  the  teachers  of  children  discharged  show  that  in 
every  case  the  improvement  has  been  maintained. 
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I quote  below  the  report  of  Miss  F.  M.  Corser  the  Instructor-in-charge, 
on  her  work  since  September  1937,  when  she  commenced  duty  under  this 
authority. 

“ In  September  1937,  40  children  were  attending  the  speech 
training  classes.  26  of  these  were  stammerers.  During  the  past  months 
17  new  cases  have  been  admitted  (11  stammerers  and  6 speech  defects). 
4 stammerers  and  6 speech  defects  have  been  discharged  as  cured,  3 
children  have  left  school,  and  3 have  been  unable  to  continue  attendance 
as  they  were  too  young  to  come  to  the  classes  alone  and  could  not  be 
accompanied.  There  are  now  31  stammerers  and  10  speech  defects 
attending  the  classes.” 

The  provision  of  some  simple  apparatus,  such  as  block  letters,  simple 
jig-saw  puzzles,  coloured  chalks  would  help  Miss  Corser  greatly  in  the  teaching 
of  the  young  children.  Children  with  speech  defects  are  usually  shy  and  sen- 
sitive in  the  presence  of  strangers,  but  if  they  are  given  simple  performance 
tests  to  carry  out  they  gain  confidence  in  the  tests  and  soon  become  responsive. 


ULTRA  VIOLET  RAY  CLINIC. 

In  all  124  cases  attended  and  78  of  these  completed  treatment  whilst 
46  children  were  still  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  j^ear.

REPORT  OF  OPHTHALMOLOGIST. 

Dr.  A.T.  Patterson,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.  (Ed),  D.P.H. 

The  number  of  cases  attending  the  eye  clinic  with  minor  eye  diseases 
during  the  last  year  has  been  remarkably  small  and  this  is  due  in  part  to  a mild 
winter  and  in  part  to  necessitous  children  being  supplied  with  milk,  and, 
where  necessary,  with  emulsion. 

The  number  of  cases  of  squint  seen  continues  to  be  fairly  high  but  not 
nearly  so  high  as  five  or  ten  years  ago  and  the  diminution  is  no  doubt  due  to 
the  School  Medical  Inspections  which  enable  squinters  to  be  dealt  with  at  a 
very  early  age  and  many  of  the  children  are  thus  cured  before  the  period  of 
their  school  life  is  ended. 

Phlyctenular  diseases  of  the  cornea  or  conjunctiva  are  given  a course  of 
Artificial  Sunlight  treatment  at  the  Clinic  and  this  brings  about  speedy 
improvement. 

The  supply  of  spectacles  during  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactorily 
carried  out  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Whelpton.  There  is  still  a considerable  delay  in  the 
provision  of  free  spectacles  to  necessitous  school  children  and  this  matter 
might  be  speeded  up. 
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CO-OPERATION. 

There  is  complete  co-ordination  between  the  School  Medical  and  Public 
Health  Departments  under  the  single  administration  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  All  records  are  readily  at  hand  for  either  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare,  the  Tuberculosis,  Venereal  Diseases  or  Mental  Deficiency 
Services,  and  the  staffs  work  intimately  together  in  the  centralized 
scheme  at  Greenbank. 

Co-operation  of  Parents. — Parents  are  invited  to  attend  at  Routine 
Inspections  in  schools  and  at  the  School  Clinic.  Their  presence  gives  the 
Medical  Officer  the  opportunity  of  giving  personal  help  and  advice  and  of 
offering  suggestions  for  the  remedy  of  existing  defects  and  for  the  prevention 
of  future  ill-health. 

Teachers. — All  the  head  teachers  have  taken  a very  lively  interest  in 
the  medical  state  of  their  scholars,  and  have  assisted  the  Medical  Officers  and 
Nurses  in  arranging  inspections,  in  bringing  forward  special  cases,  in  following 
up  defects  with  the  parents,  and  in  organising  the  milk  scheme  which  has 
been  largely  dependent  on  their  sympathetic  and  energetic  support. 
Notifications  are  received  at  the  Health  Office  of  all  absentees  suspected  of 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases. 

Darlington  Training  College  for  Lady  Teachers. — Parties  of  the  student 
teachers  have  attended  the  School  Clinic  and  the  Special  Schools  in  order  to 
get  a more  intimate  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  School  Medical  Services, 
of  common  ailments  and  their  treatment.  Lectures  at  the  Training  College 
were  given  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  on  various  aspects  of  the 
curriculum  of  Health  Education.

Voluntary  Bodies. — The  Memorial  Hospital,  the  Cripples’  Society,  and 
the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  have  given 
valuable  help  during  the  year  in  their  own  si)heres  of  usefulness. 
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Medical  Practitioners. — The  General  Practitioner  is  a very  necessary 
link  in  the  School  Medical  Scheme,  and  cordial  relations  have  always  been 
a feature  of  our  work  in  Darlington.  The  parent  is  referred  in  the  first  place 
to  the  medical  attendant  in  all  serious  defects. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  so  that 
transfer  of  records  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  to  the 
School  Medical  Service  and  then  on  to  the  other  branches  is  facilitated. 
Further,  the  Dental  Surgeon  and  Assistant  School  IMedical  Officers  take  their 
part  in  Nursery  Schools,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  other  Clinics. 


REPORT  ON  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Tlie  Education  Authority  continue  to  improve  the  facilities  for  Physical 
Education.  A new  gymnasium  at  the  Grammar  School  is  now  completed. 
This  is  seventy  feet  long  by  forty  feet  wide,  fully  equipped,  with  shower  baths, 
a changing  room,  store  and  instructor’s  rooms,  lavatories  and  a gallery. 

The  present  provision  for  Physical  Education  is  reasonably  ample 

Playing  Fields  or  Land — used  for  Games. — Grammar,  High,  Eastbourne, 
North  Road,  Salters  Lane,  Alderman  Leach,  Fryer’s  Recreation  Ground, 
Dodmire  and  the  Parks. 

Separate  Gymnasiums  have  been  provided  at  the  Grammar,  High, 
Eastbourne  and  Gladstone  Street  Schools,  while  Central  Halls  have  been 
specially  equipped  in  three  Senior  Schools,  and  in  most  of  the  Junior  and 
Infant  Schools. 

Playgrounds. — The  School  playgrounds  at  Alderman  Leach  Council 
Beaumont  Street,  Borough  Road,  North  Road  and  Albert  Road  are  open  to 
school  children  from  1st  June  to  30th  September,  for  two  hours  per  evening, 
except  Saturdays,  when  they  are  open  in  the  morning. 

Swimming. — Almost  1,200  boys  and  girls  attended  the  Baths  during  the 
season  from  May  to  September,  when  instruction  was  given  by  two  men  and 
two  women  part-time  instructors  assisted  by  the  teachers  accompanying 
the  classes. 

During  the  year  the  average  weekly  attendance  was  : — 

Boys,  515,  and  Girls,  467. 

326  boys  and  198  girls  qualilied  for  certificates  for  distances  vaiying 
from  1 length  to  67  lengths. 

Sports. — Co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Schools’  Athletic  Association 
who  arrange  school  leagues  and  competitions  in  football,  cricket,  netball 
swimming  and  athletic  sports. 

In  our  pyhsical  fitness  campaign  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  the 
importance  of  placing  this  work  in  the  hands  of  thoroughly  trained 
organizers  and  linking  it  up  with  after-school  life. 
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REPORT  ON  PLAY  CENTRES. 

From  October  to  February  the  Borough  Road  and  Rise  Carr  Play  Centres 
were  open  on  four  evenings  per  week  for  school  children  over  ten  years  of  age. 
The  activities  include  Floor  and  Table  games,  Shoe-repairing,  Handwork, 
Story-telling,  Woodwork,  Dancing  and  First-Aid.  Play  centres  evidently  meet 
a great  need  in  the  Borough,  as  during  the  year  1937,  the  total  attendances  were 
42,362  and  the  average  attendance  per  evening  was  378  at  Borough  Road  and 
319  at  Rise  Carr.  As  the  total  annual  allowance  for  salaries  and  equipment  is 
£400,  the  cost  per  attendance  works  out  at  the  low  figure  of  2|d.  per  child  for 
the  year. 


SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

The  plans  for  alterations  and  extensions  at  Gurney  Pease  and  at  Rise  Carr 
Schools  have  been  withdrawn  in  the  meantime  as  it  is  ])roposed  to  build  in 
another  part  of  the  town. 

The  old  Church  of  England  school  at  Cockerton  calls  for  either  demolition 
or  very  considerable  reconstruction. 

Periodic  inspections  of  wash  basins,  towels  and  lavatories  show  that 
improved  supervision  is  being  exercised  by  Head  Teachers  and  caretakers. 


SPECIAL  SCHOOLS. 


OPEN  AIR  SCHOOL. 

Its  ami — “to  teach  handicapped  children  how  to  live”. 

This  School  caters  for  those  children  who  have  been  referred  by  reasons  of 
poor  attendance  at  elementary  schools,  due  to  undernourishment,  debility  and 
low  states  of  health  definitely  predisposing  to  more  serious  conditions.  A 
misconception  of  its  work  appears  to  exist  in  the  minds  of  some  parents.  They 
feel  that  they  do  not  wish  their  children  to  go  to  the  school  where  “ those  who 
have  tuberculosis  ” are  already  attending.  It  is  enough  to  state  that  any  child 
who  is  suffering  from  infectious  tuberculosis  is  not  allowed  to  attend  this  school. 
Further  reflection  would  convince  them  that  it  can  never  be  the  policy  of  any 
medical  service  to  expose  weakly  children  to  tuberculosis  in  a commimicable 
stage.  The  regime  is  modified  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  for  each 
individual  child  at  his  monthly  inspection.  Mid-morning  milk,  a well  balanced 
midday  meal,  and  cod  liver  oil  emulsion  are  provided  free  or  at  cost  price 
according  to  family  circumstances,  but  in  any  case  not  more  than  fourpence 
per  day. 

Entrants  are  selected  purely  on  medical  grounds  by  the  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officers.  The  invigorating  effect  of  fresh  air,  regulated  regime,  baths, 
graduated  exercises  and  a controlled  diet  is  shown  by  very  rapid  convalescence 
and  return  to  fitness  in  every  case.  They  are  then  returned  to  the  elementary 
school  to  continue  the  simple  lessons  they  have  learnt  in  " Healthy  Living. 
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THE  BARNARD  SCHOOL. 

This  school  has  accommodation  for  93  children,  who  have  been  certified  as 
“being  incapable  by  reason  of  mental  defect  of  receiving  pro]:)er  benefit  from 
the  education  offered  to  them  in  the  ordinary  elementary  school’’. 

The  details  of  work  carried  out  there  and  the  type  of  instruction  given,  have 
been  fully  detailed  in  former  reports  and  no  alteration  has  been  made  during 
the  year. 

The  addition  of  a large  dining  room  at  the  west  side  of  the  building  has 
proved  of  very  great  value  in  the  efficient  running  of  the  school.  Previously  the 
children,  the  majority  of  whom  stay  for  mid-day  dinner,  had  to  have  their  meals 
served  in  one  of  the  cloakrooms.  The  provision  of  this  dining  room  is  a ver}'- 
great  advantage  as  it  facilitates  the  actual  serving  of  the  meals  to  the  children 
under  proper  supervision.  The  room  is  also  used  as  an  assembly  hall  in  the 
mornings. 

There  were  74  children  in  attendance,  16  new  cases  were  admitted  during 
the  year,  7 boys  and  1 girl  left  on  attaining  the  age  of  16  years,  1 boy  and  2 
girls  were  sent  to  residential  institutions  and  4 boys  and  3 girls  left  the  town. 


GEORGE  DENT  NURSERY  SCHOOL. 

The  George  Dent  Nursery  School  provides  accommodation  for  100  children 
and  during  the  past  year  attendance  averaged  90%.  There  is  a long  waiting 
list  of  deserving  cases. 

The  routine  work  of  the  school  has  been  carried  on  with  the  usual  success 
under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Potts,  Superintendent.  Weekly  visits  were  paid  by 
Dr.  Brown  and  all  children  subjected  to  at  least  one  full  examination,  137 
routine  cases  and  36  as  special  cases.  Following  a severe  outbreak  of 
Diphtheria  in  the  school  and  our  campaign  last  3^ear,  all  children  in 
attendance  are  immunised. 

Minor  ailments  are  usually  treated  at  the  school  by  the  Staff,  but  25 
children  attended  the  School  Clinic. 

The  success  of  the  work  at  this  school  leads  one  to  urge  the  provision  of 
another  such  school  in  this  town.  As  most  of  the  children  attending  are  drawn 
from  the  centre  of  the  town,  the  selection  of  a site  for  a new  school  at  the  north 
end  would  be  advisable. 


NURSERY  CLASSES  FOR  CHILDREN  UNDER  FIVE. 

The  Nursery  Classes  at  Gurney  Pease,  Rise  Carr  and  St.  William’s  pro- 
gressed throughout  the  year  and  medical  inspection  was  carried  out  as 
previously. 

At  Rise  Carr  there  are  30  children  on  the  roll,  at  Gurney  Pease  31,  and  at 
St.  Williams  28.  At  Rise  Carr  a Mothers’  Club  is  run  by  the  Head  teacher  and 
staff  and  the  parents  turn  out  regularly  in  large  numbers  once  a month. 

The  benefit  derived  by  the  children  at  the  above  classes  fully  justifies  the 
extension  of  this  work  in  all  infant  departments.

THE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  pupils  at  the  Grammar  School,  was  on  the 
whole,  above  the  average.  It  is,  of  course,  understood  that  the  home  circum- 
stances of  the  majority  of  the  boys  are  superior  to  those  attending  other  schools 
in  the  town,  but  where  boys  come  from  less  fortunate  homes  it  is  gratifying  to 
feel  that  splendid  efforts  are  made  by  the  parents  to  maintain  their  children’s 
physical  condition. 

The  Authority’s  milk  scheme  was  extended  during  the  past  year  to  include 
the  Grammar  School  and  a considerable  number  of  boys  have  taken  advantage 
of  it. 

Defects  are  classified  in  a Table  at  end  of  Report. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  majority  of  the  pupils  is  excellent  and  once 
again  the  Medical  Officer  has  to  thank  the  Headmistress  and  Staff  for  their 
co-operation  and  help  in  bringing  forward  special  cases  and  in  the  following-up 
of  defects. 

A campaign  has  been  carried  out  this  year  pressing  the  necessity  for 
sufficient  rest  and  sleep,  as  it  is  felt  that  many  of  the  pupils,  especially  the 
twelve  to  fifteen  year  old  groups,  show  signs  of  lack  of  both.  Parents  are 
questioned  at  the  time  of  the  Medical  Inspection  as  to  the  amount  of  rest  the 
child  is  having  and  they  are  told  definitely  that  the  child  must  go  to  bed  at  a 
specified  time  and  that  other  interests  such  as  homework  and  amusements  must 
not  be  allowed  to  interfere.  The  Headmistress  co-operates  in  this  work  by 
special  supervision  of  the  amount  of  homework  given  to  each  form,  by  talks  to 
the  whole  school  at  morning  assembly  on  the  importance  of  adequate  rest,  and 
bj  talks  to  individual  forms  and  pupils  as  need  arises. 

The  number  of  routine  and  special  examinations  and  the  number  of  defects 
found  will  be  seen  at  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  report.
